‘The gardener who grows flowers likes to keep 
them with him as long as possible.

Glue 
them to this sheet. When your design is finished, 
glue the whole sheet to the underside of the

glass. Then stand back and accept praise 
modestly. 

A flower picture is a pretty way to use dried 
flowers. For use in a bedroom, mount them on 
a velvet-covered piece of cardboard, cut to fit 
any picture frame you may own. Plywood can 
take the place of velvet if the frame is to be 
used in the living room. 

Just to be different mount the dried flowers 
on a piece of glass. Cover with another of the 
same size. Bind the edges.of the two together 
with passepartout tape and hang the picture in 
a window so the light shines through the 
flowers. 

Flat flowers like those of pansies and cosmos, 
with the gray leaves of artemisias added for 
contrast, make a lovely picture used under the 
glass on a dressing table top. 

These are just a few of the ways to use dried 
flowers. By growing your own from seeds you'll 
have a wide variety available.

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Can You | Carve? 


Will that succulent Thanksgiv- 
ing turkey be carved into beauti- 
ful, mouth-watering slices, or 
will the man of the house hack 
it into a mangled wreck? 

Carving a turkey is an annual 
trauma for some people. but is 
simplicity itself for others. As 
with so many things, it’s easy 
when you know how. 

Drawings taken from World 
Book Encyclopedia show you how. 
First, remove the leg by turning 
the turkey on its side with its 
breastbone away from you. Hold 
the end of the drumstick and pull 
it forward as the knife cuts 
through the joint. (Figure 1.) 

Next, carve the drumstick into 
lengthwise slices by standing it 
on its thick end and holding the 
thin end with your hand. (Figure 
2.) 

Carve the thigh after the leg, 
Expose the thighbone by slicing 
down to it. Remove the thighbone 
by running the point of the knife 
around it and lifting it up with 
the fork. Then finish slicing the 
thigh meat. (Figure 3.)

Slices fromthe breast, carve with 
the grain. Slice lengthwise until 
you reach the wing joint, then re- 
move the wing. Continue slicing 
until you have carved all the white 
Meat on one side of the turkey. 
(Figure 4.) 

If you want several small slices 
from the breast, carve across 
the grain. First remove the wing, 
then slice at an angle of about 45 
degrees. Continue carving slices 
until you reach the breastbone, 
Loosen the slices by cutting along 
the bone under them. (Figure 5.) 

And that’s all there is to it.

Reducing Rear-End Collisions 


Reflective Emblem Gives 24-Hour Safety 


In a move to reduce the tragic number of injuries and deaths 
caused by rear-end collisions with slow vehicles, several states 
have now passed legislation requiring or permitting the use of a 
colorful ‘Slow Moving Vehicle” emblem on the backs of vehicles 


such as those used in highway 
maintenance and farm work. 

The triangular emblem, 16 
inches wide and 14 inches high, 
combines a _ yellow-orange 
fluorescent center, for daytime 
visibility, with a red reflective 
border, for nighttime recogni- 
tion, on an aluminum backing. 
The fluorescent center glows 
vividly by day. The reflective 
border ““hounces” light back at 
oncoming cars at night. The 
border material is the same as 
that used for reflective high- 
way signs and the fully reflec- 
torized license plate in 22 states 
and the District of Columbia. 

Six states — Nebraska, In- 
diana, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Ohio and Oregon — have made 
the SMV triangle mandatory 
for vehicles which are designed 
to operate at 25 miles an hour 
or less. Two states — Iowa and 
Vermont — have passed per- 
missive legislation. California 
has authorized the emblem for 
use on farm vehicles. 

Studies indicate there are a 
minimum of 12 million slow 
moving vehicles regularly 
operating on the nation’s high- 
ways. These vehicles are in- 
volved in between 7,000 and 
8,000 rear-end accidents result- 
ing in about 2,000 fatalities and

injuries a year. About 20 per 
cent of these accidents involve 
highway maintenance vehicles. 

The SMV emblem was devel- 
oped after three years of re- 
search at Ohio State Univer- 
sity on a grant from the Auto- 
motive Safety Foundation. A 
triangular shapes was chosen 
for the SMV emblem because 
research indicated that of all 
basic geometric shapes, the 
triangle is the easiest to recog- 
nize and identify. The emblem 
can be seen between 500 and 
1,000 feet ahead and is particu- 
larly effective in.rain, fog and 
haze conditions. 

Use of the SMV emblem is 
recommended by the Automo- ~ 
tive Safety Foundation as well 
as*the National Safety Council, 
American Society of Agricul- 
tural Engineers, National In- 
stitute for Farm Safety, Na- 
tional Safety League of Canada, 
other such organizations, and 
many local, state and regional 
groups concerned with high- 
way safety. 

The need for some type of 
emblem to guard against rear- 
end collisions has become more 
acute as automobile engine 
horsepower, and highway speed 
limits have increased.

Food Facts 


How to serve leftover turkey 
is always a problem after the 
holidays. Remember that the 
cooked meat may be frozen and 
will keep up to two months, says 
Miss Gisela Pass, Extension 
Home. Economist for the Hamp- 
den County Extension Service. 

When the family is againready 
for turkey, thaw the portion of 
meat needed and try any of the 
following recipes, 

LEMON-TURKEY PAPRIKA 

CASSEROLE 

Onion and lemon lovers will 
eat the top right off this casse- 
role! Onion and lemon slices 
are arranged over the top to 
make an unusual ‘crust’? made 
golden red with paprika. Under- 
neath is a succulent mixture of 
turkey, rice and tomato sauce 
subtly seasoned withcelery seed. 
1-1/3 cups water 


COMPLETE LINE OF 


1-1/2 teaspoons salt 
2/3 cup uncooked white rice 
1/4 teaspoon black pepper 
1/4 teaspoon whole celery seed 
2 cups coarsely diced cooked 
turkey or chicken 
1 80z, can tomato sauce 
1-1/3 cups turkey or chicken 
broth or water 
4 lemon slices, halved 
About 5 thin onion slices, halved 
2 tbps, butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon paprika 
Put the water, salt and rice in 
a 2 quart saucepan. Bring to a 
vigorous boil over a high heat, 
Turn the heat down low. Cover 
with a lid and simmer over this 
low heat 14 minutes. Remove 
the saucepan from the heat but 
leave the lid on 10 minutes. 
Place the cooked rice in a well 
greased 1-1/2 quart glass baking 
dish, Sprinkle with the black pep- 
per and celery seed. Addthetur- 
key, tomato sauce and 1 cup of 
-broth or water, Arrange the lem- 
on and onion slices over the top. 
Use more slices if necessary to 
cover the top. Cover with a lid 
or aluminum foil, Place in a 
pre-heated 350F oven for about 
1 hour and 15 minutes, or until 
the onions are tender. Add water 
if the mixture cooks dry, When 
the onions are tender, uncover 
the baking dish. Pour the re- 
maining 1/3 cup water or broth 
over the onion and lemon slices. 
Cut up the butter or margarine 
over the top. Sprinkle with the 
paprika. Place under the broiler 
until the top begins to brown, 
Serve immediately. This recipe 
makes 6 servings.

TURKEY APPETIZER 
2 cups chopped roast turkey 
1 cup dairy soured cream 
1 cup yoghurt 
1 cup chopped celery 
1/2 cup sliced pitted ripe olives 
1/4 cup chopped chives 
1/4 cup finely chopped onion 
1 medium unpared cucumber, - 
chopped 
1 large tomato, chopped 
1 teaspoon salt
